Russians Like 
U.S. Welcome 
Of Khrushche1 


Soviets Describe 
Official Reception 
As 'W ar m.Friendly'

WASHINGTON — (CPI — Soviet 
sources here have expressed satis­ 
faction with Washington's official 
and'popular reception of Prem ier 
Nikita Khrushchev 
Soviet 
correspondents covering 
the premier s visit deiscribed the 
reception as “warm and friendly" 
in their reports to Moscow. 


THE ASSESSMENT did not tal­ 
ly with that of most non-Soviet re­ 
porters w h o watched the official 
ceremonies at Andrews Air Force 
Base and followed the presiden­ 
tial motorcade to Blair House. 
The estimated 200,000 civilians 
who lined the route were c i v i l , 
restrained 
and 
undemonstrative. 
There was no singular display of 
e i t h e r enthusiasm or hostility. 
Many citizens appeared to be on 
the streets out of simple curiosity 
to see the world’s number o n e 
Communist.. 


IT WAS PROBABLY the most 
reserved recepiion the globe trot­ 
ting Soviet premier 
has experi­ 
enced in the course of his wan­ 
derings 
from 
little 
Finland to 
suboontwiernal India. 
Soviet observers here appeared 
to be pleasantly surprised by the 
lack of hostility such as m i g h t 
have been displayed had Khrush­ 
chev come here a year or so ago 
wiien American - Soviet relations 
were at their lowest point. 


AT ANY RATE the reciprocity 
conscious Russians were taking 
note of Khrushchev's reception for 
use when 
President Eisenhower 
visits the Soviet Union. The offi­ 
cial honors Eisenhower will re­ 
ceive in Russia later this fall un­ 
questionably will be influenced by 
Khrushchev 's experience here. 
Sources close to the Soviet dele­ 
gation also 
indicated 
moderate 
satisfaction with the results of the 
two hour White House talk be­ 
tween 
Eisenhower 
end 
Khrush­ 
chev Tuesday. 
"Not too bad for a beginning." 
said one Russian He pointed out 
that the discussions 
were busi­ 
ness-like, frank and friendly.

We have just returned from 
our 22nd trip inside the I r o n 
Curtain. We followed the event* 
from Moscow wtuch led up to 
Prem ier Khrushchev's invitation 
to the U.S . and heard at early 
as la.it M ay — while at Geneva 
—that the President once again 
had in m ind inviting him. 
He wanted to invite him last 
year, 
but 
Secretary 
D u l l e s 
threatened to resign if he did. 
At any 
rate, our observations 
around the world on the subject 
of Mr. Khrushchev s visit ar e 
that the U.S committed t m ajor 
miscalculation by inviting him. 


BUT THE DIE has been cast. 
Mr. Khrushchev is here. T h e 
President a n d his advisors un­ 
doubtedly had other more im ­ 
portant reason* than what they 
told us for taking the ramble 
They have access to secret* 
<m Soviet power 
and 
strategy 
. . . as well as problems relit- 
ing >o our allies . . . not avail-, 
able to columnists. 
.. 
But on the basis of what we 
saw and heard on Khrushchev 
inside Russia, the Iron Curtain 
and recently around the world 
indicated that he was slipping 
badly and the tuning of our in- 
vnation w as most unfortunate. 


AT THE GENEVA conference 
last May the President and Sec­ 
retary' H e r t e r reiteraled U.S. 
policy of “ no private talks with 
Khrushchev,” or a " S u m m i t 
Conference,” unless some head­ 
way was m ade on Berlin. Russia 
did not budge an inch over her 
demands th at we get out of Ber­ 
lin. The 
conference 
ended 
in 
failure. 
S o o n after we reversed our 
policy and agreed not to o n e, 
but three, official private talks 
with Khrnshchev . . . one in 
Mosco# with Mr 
Nixon, 
and 
two with th e President here and 
in .Moscow. 


IT WAS SUCH a reversal of 
policy that the President wa s 
■ forced to fly to Germany. France 
and Brita-n to explain the switch 
to our bewildered allies. 
He should have kept on to Hun­ 
gary, Latvia, Esthonia, Lithuan­ 
ia, Po'and, Czechoslovakia, Bul-, 
garia. Albania . . . and especial­ 
ly to Free China, South Korea, 
South Vietnam, Laos and Tibet, 
wiiere the astonishment m u s t 
have leen demoralizing. 


ALL OVER RUSSIA we saw 
evidence of Khrushchev’s declin­ 
ing prestige. We were present 
at s e v e r a l demonstrations in 
Moscow, Y alta and Kiev recent­ 
ly where the masses 
rebuffed 
him. Russians privately told me 
of their h ate of Khrushchev be­ 
cause "he is a stupid peasant 
who can’t 
even speak 
intelli­ 
gently.” 
We saw his declining prestige 
in the Middle East, Asia. F ar 
E ast . . . even his old friends 
N e h ru and Nasser denounced 


WASHINGTON, D. C. — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower hasn't stopped 
sm.iing since his visit some three 
weeks 
ago 
to 
West 
German 
Chancelor Konrad Adenauer 
at 
Bonn — and maybe he's smiling 
too much. 
There is a story here which is 
disturbing if you recall how a 
previous 
Administration 
e n d 
m ost of the country cam e to be­ 
lieve that Chinese Communists 
w e r e 
nothing 
but 
harmless 
“ agrarian reform ers." A sequel 
to this dam aging misjudgment is 
thought am ong well-posted per­ 
sons to be building 
up in 
a 
phrase of 
H err Adenauer's — 
“ Russia's unpleasant 
neighbor" 
m eaning R ed China. 


THE STORY BEGINS with a 
G erm an 
biologist nam ed 
Wil­ 
helm Starlinger of Konigsberg 
who was captured by the Rus­ 
sians at the end of World War 
II. He was 
flung 
into 
prison 
w here he associated with a num­ 
ber of Russian intellectuals who 
w ere Stalin'* political prisoners. 
All were released after Stalin's 
death. 
Dr. Starlinger. as I am told 
by a European edilor and wrifbr 
in good standing, took with him 
into prison the standard German 
theories of geopolitics and the 
need of dom inant nations for lie- 
bensraum . These ideas w e r e 
strengtiiened by what Dr. Star­ 
linger heard from his Russian 
jail m ates — that the USSR was 
looking 
over 
its 
shoulder 
at 
China, where a huge and explod­ 
ing population on worn-out land 
would inevitably spill over into 
Siberia and bring about a Suio- 
Russian war. 


WHEN DR. STARLINGER wws 
free-: he weoi to West Germany 
and wrote a book, "Tha Limits 


him after Iraq and Tibet. 


KHRUSHCHEV'S visit to tha 
U.S. wdl undoubtedly boost his 
prestige both in and out of Rus­ 
sia 
It will generate new steam 
inside the U.S. Communist par­ 
ty. Khrushchev will gain official 
respectability, for he is the first 
Soviet premier ever to be invit­ 
ed to the U.S. 
He is staying at Blair house, 
where 
such 
honorable 
official 
guests as Sir Winston Churchill, 
the royal families of England, 
Greece, Denmark. Belgium, Sau­ 
di Arabia, Morocco, and others 
stayed . . . and where General 
de Gaulle will stay on his com­ 
ing visit. 


WE 
HONORED 
Khrushchev 
with an honor guard and a 21- 
gun salute. a formality to be 
s u r e , but a tremendous prop­ 
aganda 
story 
when 
Pravda 
spreads it around the world, in­ 
cluding 
Hungary. 
Red 
China, 
Korea. Tibet and Laos. 
Khrushchev brought 40 cam ­ 
era and news m en to be sure he 
doesn't misf a propaganda story 
for 
world consumption. 
T hi e 
propaganda is bound to take a 
lot of starch out of those Who 
are atill dying, fighting Khrush­ 
chev and Communism. 


WE HAVE HELPED Mr. K.‘ 
to show up those Red Chinese 
w h o have been criticizing him 
of lake. When he goes to Peip­ 
ing next week, he will go as 
"the 
diplomatic 
conqueror 
of 
the U.S.” . . . and will boast of 
how he "buried us.” 
We have helped him to frown 
upon Nasser and Nehru, who at 
long last caught on to his con­ 
spiramos via 
Iraq, 
Tibet 
and 
Lao*. We have given him the 
chanoe to spit in our faces . . . 
a* he will . . . and scorn our 
gullibility behind the facade of 
phony smiles and handshakes in 
our midst. He will report to hie 
cronies how the capitalist busi- 
nesanen wined, dined him . . . 
and polished his boots. 


FROM NOW ON out Mr. K. 
will be harder to live with. He 
will return to Russia as a hero 
who made the Americans bend 
tor the first tim e in Oommunist 
history. He will tell lies about 
us . . . among them that he 
scared us to 
death 
with 
his 
muscles. 
There are good Americans who 
believe that the Khrushchev visit 
will ease the cold war . . . that 
after be sees "our way of life" 
'such as a stranger can see in 
two weeks without understanding 
our language) . . . he will have 
a m ore conciliatory attitude to­ 
ward us. 


THIS IS IGNORANCE of Kh­ 
rushchev and Communist men­ 
tality. Undoubtedly Mr. K. will 
be impressed with the vitality of 
America. After his drab cities 
and the hopeless masses he is 


of Soviet Power,” which cam e to 
the attention of H err Adenauer. 
The two men are said to have 
discussed and agreed upon the 
thesis of an irrepressible con­ 
flict between the two Commun­ 
ist giants. China and Russia. 
The idea, which certainly has 
a wishful content for West Ger­

MEANWHILE. D R Starlinger

the manuscript Into four books, 
one of which has been published 
in Germ any and France under 
the 
title: 
"Behind 
Russia — 
China!" Three m ore volumes are 
to come. 
If these Gemían books by Dr 
Starlinger should become influ­ 
ential and damaging to Western 
thinking, they would be following 
the sinister exam ples of Niet­ 
zsche, Schopenhauer. Kant 
and 
Spengler w h o s e preachments 
have led us astray, although in 
other directions 
The danger of 
believing in a Sino-Russian clash 
is that false optimism could lead 
to appeasement of Russia, whose 
Prem ier will soon be among us. 


IT 
IS 
UNDERSTANDABLE 
how West Germany, with t h e 
Russian Bear looking over the 
fence, would like to hope for the 
best and perhaps try another of 
those non • aggression pacts De 
Gaulle has spoken recently with 
wistful vision of a Eurasian con­ 
tinent stretching from the AL 
Untie to the Ural Mountains. 
This seem s to show France as 


continuing 
to 
enslave, 
he 
1* 
bound to wonder how he's been 
getting by w i t h such deceit in 
Russia. 
But Khrushchev did not come 
to America to learn our way of 
life and our strength. His trav­ 
eling 
salesman. 
Mikoyan 
and 
Kostov, and 
hundreds

spies have kept him up to date. 


HE RAS STUDIED our pro­ 
duction lines long before he. saw 
them from the aisles of o u r 
plants. In Russia he has dup­ 
licated a typical U.S. city, with 
all the trimmings . . . Main 
street, neon signs, shops, chur­ 
ches, theaters, 
plants, 
spoil*, 
golf . 
.. for the thorough train­ 
ing of new spies who will follow 
his visit to the U.S. 
Every phase of American life 
is gone over with a fine tooth 
comb . . . language, slang, rock 
and roll music, habits, hobbies, 
culture . . . ail are duplicated 
in Khrushchev's spy s c h o o l . 
Which is to say that Mr. K. had 
play ed the course and had been 
well aware of what the score is 
with us. 


SOME SAY THAT

visit will thaw out the cold war 
and lead to peaceful co-existence. 
But Soviet co-existence 
means

West Berliners . . . mallines be­ 
hind the Iron Curtain . . , recog­ 
nition of Red China and the sell­ 
out of our loyal allies, the Free 
Chinase on Formosa who 
are 
holding the beachhead of free­ 
dom in the F a r East for the en­ 
tire Free World. 
It means the betrayal of the 
Republic of Korea. These and 
millions of others will have noth­ 
ing to fight for once the U. S. 
accept Soviet co-existence. 
Co­ 
existence to Communism 
is

green light to attack at wH . . . 
like Korea, Hungary’. Vietnam, 
Tibet, Laos. 
The alternative of co-existence

THERE IS NOT one rational 
reason for thinking that rivalry 
of any sort between Russia and 
China will take us off the hook 
All we can be certain of Is that 
we have on each flank a gigan­ 
tic enemy, and in every direction 
a cluster of weak allies. 
It's fine for the President to 
be smiling — but it had better 
be in spite of our world position, 
not because of it.
